and the wrong side ... or the right side and the left side, which 
U the same thing." 

llic Hyde Park session consisted of a succession of pro — 
and anti-Daily speakers, all of whom were greeted with mixed 
and violent reaction from the crowd. 

Bernard Wciscr. BA 3, demanded the rcsignation of Edilor- 
in-Chic( Patrick .Macl'addcn, cliarsinj; that ho has not limited 
his opinions to tlie editorial page and has "misguided and mis. 
informed" the public. 

He called the Daily a "sclf-pcrpctuating bureaucracy" and 
said that because it has not given publicity to traditional events 
it "docs not serve the interests of the campus but those of one 
man — Patrick MacFaddcn." 

The Daity was defended l).v Marvin Blaiicr, PhD 3, wlio said 
that those wlio opposed .MacFaddcn seemed to want "a bulletin 
board instead of a newspaper". 

He listed the cliargcs against .MacFaddcn as "layout — He 
doesn't put coming events on page one; he puts them in the

UGEQ representatives met with 
their McGill counterparts yester- 
day to iron out the conditions for 
entry. Jacques Desjardins, Presi- 
dent of UGEQ, Ricliard Guay, 
Pulilic Affairs Vice-President and 
Ilolicrt Nelson, candidate for Des- 
jardins' post at llic forthcoming 
congress, represented UGEQ 
while Sharon Sholzberg, President 
of the Students' Society, Ken Ca- 
batoff. External Vice-President, 
Martin Edelstcln, Internal Vice- 
President, and several external 
affairs representatives sat fur 
McGill. 

The meeting had been called 
to discuss the possil)liitics of Mc- 
Gilfs entry into UGEQ on terms 
advantageous to both parties. The 
McGill representatives were act- 
ing on a mandate given them by 
the Students' Council. 

Two major problems confront- 
ed McGill's entry into UGEQ — 
those of membership in the Can- 
adian Union of Students (CUS) 
and language rights.

themselves in English with the 
risk, of course, of not being un- 
derstood. AH official documents 
will he translated by the English- 
speaking members of UGEQ for 
general campus distribution. 

McGill will send 31 delegates 
to the UGEQ congress — a ratio 
of one delegate per 400 register- 
ed students; this representation 
is the same as is presently used 
in UGF:Q. There will be from 150 
to 175 delegates in all at the 
Congress. 

At present four English-speak- 
ing universities arc applying for 
membership in UGEQ — McGill, 
Sir George Williams, Loyola, and 
Marianopolis. Desjardins pointed 
out that the conditions set out 
for McGill's entry will apply for 
the others as well. 

Desjardins said after the meet- 
ing, "This is a very important 
day, if as students wc can recog- 
nize common objectives in Stu- 
dent Action, which we call Stu- 
dent Syndicalism, then tomorrow 
wc will probably be able to 
work tojîctlier to build a new 
Quebec. There are things that 
divide us. but wc must set them 
aside and work together with 
things that unite us. 

"In both private conversation 
and public meetings, the question 
of language has been considered 
important; wc have tried to e.x- 
plain what wc mean by I-'rench 
uniiingualism and the rights of 
minorities in Quebec. There is 
an apparent dichotomy between 
French uniiingualism and the 



right to an education in English, 
but in reality, there is no such 
dichotomy — the right to educa- 
tion in English is one !r which 
UGEQ firmly believes". 

"We must work together to 
build the foundations of Student 
Syndicalism in Quebec and to 
find new ways for the student to 
become a full partner in edu- 
cation, in his oivn university, and 
new ways for him to woric as a 
full cili7en in society. McGill 
must play an important role in 
trying to find solutions and path- 
ways in the new concept of Stu- 
dent Acllon". 

When questioned about tlio 
general trend of English unirar- 
sitics Joining UGEQ, Desjardins 
said : "I am, as wc all are, happy 
to sec this Imt it Is not a question 
of joining UGEQ just for the sake 
of joining, but rather a question 
of knowing what one's goals are. 
McCill must udd new dynamisin 
to UGEQ when it joins. As a 
matter of fact, as I travelled 
about Quebec to places like Ri- 
mouski, Amos, Alma, and Roucn- 
Noranda. students from all areas 
always inquired as to when 
McGill would join UGEQ and 
add the new dynamism that we 
all know it is capable of." 

Miss Sholzberg added. "Yester- 
day afternoon's meeting was the 
culmination of many months of 
work, discussion, and serious 
reflection on the role that the 
Students' Society of McGill must 
play in Quebec society. It has he-

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ISA supports Daily, 
admits French club

Af an open meelina of the International Students' Asso- 
ciation last night, a motion was passed condemning any 
action to remove Patrick MacFadden from his position as 

Editor-in-Cliief of ttie McGIII Daily as being directly discri- 
minatory to tlie interests of foreign students and member or- 
ganisations of thie ISA. 

Tho reasons given for tliis motion were that the Daily had 
cooperated fully willi the ISA during the past year, that the voice 
of the foreign student had been recognized through tlic granting 
of a position on the Editorial Board to the President of the ISA, 
and that the general trend of the Dally had been a more mature 
expression of opinion on campus. 

Also passed at the mectine was a resolution to admit Lc Cer- 
cle Français to the ISA. This motion will be communicated to the 
StudcnUUCouncII^for ralification since it involves an amendment 
le tHiTlSA consUlution. 

Sola Ogunbanwo said that he found little to criticize in the 
news content of the Daily, and thai most of the protest against 
its editorial policy was bused on personal antagonism rather than 
on concrete or justifiable grounds. 

The meeting was also addressed by MacFadden, Sharon 
Sholzberg, and Ken Cabatotf, External Affairs Vicc-I'residcnt. 

MacFadden said that it is the policy of the Daily to try to 
reflect the cosmopolitan nature of the campus and that its duty 
is to encourage student involvement in matters of importance, 
both foreign and domestic, by bringing such issues to light. He 
also said that he regretted the tint of racism that had apparently 
entered into the Daily dispute. 

Mis3 Sholzberg spoke on "the stake that foreign students 
have in student government". Citing the fee increase and Mc. 
Gill's entry into UGEQ as examples, she said that only through 
active participation in the Students' Society could foreign students 
sec that their best interests were being taken into considera- 
tion. Spcaldng briefly on the Dally issue, she said that the real 
langer lay in the fact that the Dally could possibly be at the 
nercy of minority factions like the one circulating the anti-Mac- 
Faddcn petition. : : - ■

says Professor Scheinburg

"There is no basis for supposing that Communism presents any internal threat to America," 
said Professor Stephen Scheinburg of Sir George Williams University yesterday. 



Professor Scheinburg was spon- 
sored by the Student Christian 
Movement and spoke on "A 
Study of the American View of 
Communism". 

After dealing with the history 
of anti-communist feeling in the 
United States from Woodrow 
Wilson and the "big red scare of 



the 20's" to Truman and the 
McCartliy era. Professor Schein- 
burg turned to the current Amer- 
ican altitude. 

"The effect of anti-communist 
sentiment after World War II 
resulted in the silent generation 
of the 40's and SO's and a con- 
straint of intellectual freedom".

than subtler intervention. He ob- 
jected to the proposition that fi- 
nancial pressures on students 
were good for them, calling them 
rather a "deadening influence." 
He said that the poor pay taxes 
which "even now" finance to .t 
large extent universities to which 
they cannot afford to send their 
children. "Only the rich can af- 
ford the supplementary tuition 
fees." 

Brian Robinson, poet and mem- 
ber of the English Department: 
He said that money to finance 
free education would have to re- 
duce funds for old age pensions. 
"Do you want to see your mother 
lying on the street?" he asked. 
Patrick MacFaddtn, Editor-in- 
Chief of the Daily: "My income is 
below the national average, i am 
a member of the 'lower class' ". 
He said that free higher educa- 
tion alone did not create "equali- 
ty of opportunity," that the 
whole cultural environment of 
the working class did not give 
their children a fair chance. 
Lionel Chetwynd: "My concern is 
the priority of use of funds avail- 
able. In principle free higher 
education is debatable, but in 
Quebec, now, it Is out of the 
question." He feels that the Pa- 
rent Commission, "which every 
one here has ignored," estab- 
lished priorities of expenditure 
on the secondary school level.

Professor Brian Robinson said yesterday. 
the-Faculty" programme, Profcs- meaning 
sor Kobinson said Ihsl If censor- 
ship makes the intellectuals feel 
that their freedom of expression 
is being threatened, they will 
create an uproar and hc!p in- 
crease book sales. 

He said that there are some 
pornographic books that can be 
banned without protest, while 
others should not be censored 
because of their literary and cul- 
tural value. He defined the bor- 
derline between the two by say- 
ing that straight pornography 
"appeals directly to the viscera 
without passing through the 
mind." 

lie asserted that literature of 
this kind should be censored not 
because it is "dirty", a meaning- 
less term, but because it narrows 
the vision, and does not reveal 
life in all its complexity. 

Robinson then discussed last 
year's controversial dispute be- 
tween himself and Montreal poet 
Irving Layton as well as his satire 
of Layton's poetry in a volume 
called "Laytonic Love". "Al- 
though many people did not rec- 
organlse the satire," he said, "I 
Intended to show in this collec- 
tion Layton's narrowness and 
blatant egocentridty." 

He concluded that the one point 
in favour of some pornography is 
its seiise of allveness and jole- 
de-vivre. "However, certain nov- 
els like 'Candy' which have to 
exploit the sensational and gro- 
tesque aspects of sex in order to 
achieve their effect, have no

Professor Scheinburg then 
went on to say that the present 
anti-communist policy in the 
United States is mainly a ne- 
gative one. 

He stated that anti-communism 
is rapidly becoming an ideology 
in itself. This, he felt, is leading 
to a dual standard of judging 
other countries. He cited the 
example of South Africa, which, 
"due to its anti-communist po- 
licies is considered one of the 
countries of the 'free' western 
bloc". 

Professor Scheinburg felt that 
this dual standard also influences 
how we judge the actions of other 
countries. "We cry out against 
tlic suppression of the Hungarian 
Revolution, yet how many com- 
plain, or even know of, tho 
French massacres in Madagascar 
after World War II ?" 

Speaking on Vict Nam, Profes- 
sor Scheinburg stated that Amer- 
ican involvement in that country 
is based not on economic consi- 
deration, but simply on anti- 
communist feeling and the "pu. 
erile dominoe theory" which 
states that if the Communist 
Party gains the upper hand in 
Vict Nam they will use it as a 
base for the domination of the 
world. 

The professor also believes that 
the US has failed to differentiate 
between the nationalist revolu- 
tion and communism and on this 
they have based their policy in 
such places as tlic Dominican 
Republic.

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Desegregate Quebec Schools 

Traditional secular opinion has always 
enshrined the idea of the separation of 
church ' and state. The idea itself springs 
from the period when rationalism and, later, 
liberalism fought against religious and state 
absolutism. 

Later critics of the connection between 
church and state have tried to make a more 
sophisticated analysis of the part played by 
religion and today the rather shallow atti- 
tude of classic humanism has been mode 
obsolete by world events. It is now recog- 
nized that religion has often played a pro- 
gressive role in the struggle against oppres- 
sion of all kinds and that inside the church 



itself there has been a division between 
those churchmen who saw their duty to sup- 
port popular revolutions and those who 
were prepared to act as the agents of 
oppression. 

French Canada has seen this analysis 
played out over the years; and many cour- 
ageous churchmen suffered during the 
Duplessis regime for taking unpopular 
stands. In general, however, the church 
hierarchy, in partnership with Anglo-Ameri- 
can business interests, consistently supported 
the repressive and anti-democratic policies 
of the regime. 

It is Interesting to note the emergence in 
the new Quebec of a group demanding the 
separation of church and slate. Le Mouve- 



ment Laïque favours a secular school system 
and InMhlstdemancI it has the support of 
similar organizations among English-speak- 
ing groups in Quebec. 

That grade school education in Quebec 
is still in the hands of religious organizations 
is an ariachronism. Furthermore, it is an em- 
barrassment to the liberal thinkers among 
churchmen oF all religions since it objecti-. 
vizes a situation condemned by history. 

In this regard, it is significant that insofar 
as priests, ministers and rabbis have actively 
supported, and in some cases given their 
lives to the cause of civil rights, they have 
been treated with a new respect from those 
who see the church's position as one of sup- 
port for the exploited of the earth. 

There is no need for the church to have 
any say in Quebec education any longer. 
Quebec students should begin now to de- 
mand a complete secularization of schools; 
it should make representations to the var- 
ious teachers' federations asking that teach- 
ers should refuse to declare their religion 
when applying for {obs, even although this 
would be only a first step. The SC at McGill 
should direct all students to refuse to state 
their religion at registration. If the adminis- 
tration refuses to grant this, the SC should 
take legal action against the administration 
and fight the case in the courts.

coming events column. How terrible." — and the allegation 
that he was a comniunbt and slants news. 

Blaucr said that MacFaddcn was apparently expected "to be 
a schizophrenic and to present both sides". lie noted that the 
Dally had a Ictlcrs-to-lhc-cditor column which did present both 
sides and which often took up more space than the editorial 
and the front page combined. 

He said that tlic Dally should be thanked rather than cen- 
sured because there has been no apathy this year. "In my eight 
years at .McGitI, I have never seen so many people turn out to 
discuss the Daily." 

"This Is quite a charge against MacFaddcn. I wish I had to 
defend myself against it," Blaucr said. 

Lionel Chetwynd, BCL 2, said that it was not the proper 
place of the Daily or the Students' Council to take political 
stands. 

He demanded that wo "rethink our whole philosophy of 
student activities", and criticised the Students' Council for sub- 
sidising demonstrations :ind for taking a position on UGEQ 
witliout consulting the students. 

"There arc two choices," he said. "The Students' Council 

can be a politically-oriented body or a body serving the student."

In 
a free society, this is his con- 
cern and nobody else's. How- 
ever, he has no right in that 
society to extract money hy 
force, much less to use it to 
support any political cause. 
Therefore, it is no solution to 
give "equal time" to right- and 
left-wing, any more than "mi- 
litant middle" Is a solution to 
a debate. 

The solution to the prob!em 
is to be found in the remission 
of the cause — the compulsory 
subscription. If the Editor 
wishes to publish a newspaper 
at his own expense and sell or 
distribute it to whomsoever he 
chooses, he may, in a free so- 
ciety, advocate any position 
that he chouses. He has no 
right to do so with money 
coercively extracted from 
others.
